Although he had been twice re­ 
ported dead, Edward Beavers, aged 
twenty-one, a soldier in the World 
W ar, has returned to his home in 
Fort Ritner very much alive. 
The 
return of Beavers following receipt 
o f messages, which had every indi­ 
cation of being authentic, that he 
had died of wounds received in action 
is one of the strangest incidents that 
lias developed in this vicinity in con­ 
nection with the war. 
The returned 
faddier is the >on of George Beav­ 
ers, well known in the Fort Ritner 
neighborhood. 
B eavers was inducted into military 
service in March 1918, with a con­ 
tingent of Lawrence county men. 
The group which departed at the 
same time saw much active fighting 
and all of the men were at least 
slightly wounded. 
One of the num­ 
ber, Delbert Stephenson, now super­ 
intendent 
of 
the 
Upland 
public 
schools, was the onlv one to tie taken 
prisoner. 
He silent eighteen months 
in various p r iori camps in Germany. 
Beavers was slightly ga--ed in one 
battle but his condition was not ser­ 
ious. 
His father late in 1918 re­ 
ceived a message that Ins -on had 
died of wounds received in action. 
Later another message bringing the 
same sad news was received. 
Mean­ 
while Beavers was unable to com­ 
municate with his relatives and had 
no way to refute the messages. 
The sorrow in the Beavers family, 
however, was recently turned to joy 
bv receipt of a letter from the son 
stating that he was well and flappy 
and would soon return /borne.

Some of the text hooks were de 
livered promptly while others have 
not vet arrived... 
The interference 
with the -tudy of courses where the 
pupils do not have b o o k s is apparent. 
Geography texts for the grades 
and the books for the study of geo­ 
metry m the high school have not 
arrived. 
I he copy book- tor tile 
trades were delivered here a few 
days ago after a long delay. 
A few 
other text- were delayed but arrived 
after the school year opened. 
The 
existing shortage is said to be the 
most serious that has ever existed 
in Indiana. 
Complaints continue to 
reach the state hoard of education 
and the state sui contendent from 
all sections of the state.

The stage was set today for what 
may prove one of the greatest in­ 
dustrial dram as in American history. 
Every preparation has been made 
both by employes and employers tor 
the nationwide steel strike Monday. 
Union leaders reiterated their con­ 
fidence of closing down every plant in 
the country owned by or affiliated 
with the United States Steel Torpor 
a tion. 
Officials of the corporations 
were equally confident that the great 
majority of their workmen would re ­ 
main loyal and enable the plant to 
continue operation. 
State and city authorities have 
begun to take precaution to prevent 
possible disorder, 
In the Pittsburg 
district two companies of state troops 
were ordered out to patrol steel towns 
in that vicinity. 
Reports were cir­ 
culated 
that the steel 
corporation 
was organizing 10,000 deputies 
to 
guard its plants. 
From practically 
every steel center charges were re ­ 
b a te d by union men that the com­ 
pany had armed its plants with rides 
and machine guns, but in no inci­ 
dent could this be confirmed. 
John Fitzpatrick, chief organizer 
of the steel workers, announced to­ 
day that women would be engaged 
by the striker- to visit their home, 
look after the wants of their fam ­

Food in huge quantities were 
taken behind the wooden barricades 
which surround most of the plants. 
Company officials asserted only 
a 
minority of their employes would 
strike. 
They expect to keep loyal 
workers inside the plant for so long 
a time as necessary. 
It was denied 
that arrangements had been 
made 
for armed guards aud detectives to 
guard the works, but union officials 
said there was evidence the employ­ 
ers are thus preparing. 
In the Chicago district there are 
over 30,000 steel workers. 
In addi­ 
tion there are hundreds of concerns 
dependent upon the output of steel 
for operation, 
ll the strike should 
extend over a long period the p ro ­ 
duction of agricultural tools, auto­ 
mobiles, 
factory 
machinery, 
wire 
fences and numerous other articles 
will be hampered. 
One plant, the Illinois Steel com­ 
pany at South Chicago* m anufactur­ 
ers of steel rails exclusively.

New York.— (Special.)—Two 
fired and fifty leading Americans, Re­ 
publicans and Democrats representing 
forty different states and every promi­ 
nent activity have Joined in a non 
partisan effort to bring about the rati­ 
fication of the Peace Treaty “without 
amendment and without delay. Their 
names are attached to an address to 
the United States senate, which was 
made 
public 
today, 
through 
the 
League to Enforce Peace, after it had 
been sent to every member of the 
senate. 
The signers, almost without excep­ 
tion. are men and women of national 
reputation. They include such promi­ 
nent citizens as ex-President Taft. 
George 
W. 
W ickerham , 
Attorney- 
General in the last Republican admin­ 
istration; A. Lawrence Lowell, presi­ 
dent of Harvard; Charles C. Moore of 
San Francisco, president of the Pana­ 
ma Exposition; Judge George Gray of 
Wilmington, Del.; President Samuel 
Compere of the American Federation 
of Labor, Harry A. Wheeler of Chica­ 
go, retiring president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States: 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president 
of the National American Woman Suf­ 
frage Association; Cyrus H. K. Curtis, 
the Philadelphia publisher; President 
Heber J. Grant of the Mormon Church, 
and Spargo, leader of the Socialists 
who supported the war. 
The signers declare that every dav 
of delay in ratifying the treaty puts 
the world in “imminent peril of new 
war.’’ 
Their statement follows: 
In the senate at Washington, now 
that the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions has reported the treaty, the lines 
are sharply drawn between the imme­ 
diate ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Germany, and its amendment 
with a reassembling of the conference 
•md a reopening of negotiations that 
would bring great delay and prolonged 
uncertainty in settling the great is­ 
sues of the peace. 
No partisan plea 
can be made. 
Party lines are already 
broken. 
Standing at a distance from the 
conflict in the senate chamber, we 
plead for immediate ratification with­ 
out dday. 
Our land requires it. 
A 
state of nervous strain, tension and 
unrest exists manifesting itself in 
disturbances, which in some cases 
have no self evident connection with 
the war, but which are. in fact, ill 
aftermath. The world is put in immi­ 
nent peril of new wars by the lapse of 
each day. 
Dissensions between us 
and our former allies are being sown. 
We firmly believe and solemnly de­ 
clare that the state and cities in 
which 
we 
dwell 
desire Immediate 
peace. 
The waging of war steadied and 
united the American people. 
Peace 
will bring prosperity, and prosperity 
content. 
Delay in the senate postpon­ 
ing 
ratification 
in 
this 
uncertain 
period of neither peace nor war has 
resulted in indecision and doubt, bred 
strife and quickened the cupidity of 
those who sell the dally necessities of 
life and the fears of those whose dally 
wage no longer fills the daily market 
basket. 
We beseech the senate to give the 
land peace and certainty by a ratifi­ 
cation which will not keep) us longer 
in the shadows of possible wars, but 
give the whole world the light of 
peace. 
Reservations in the nature of 
clarifications in the meaning of the 
treaty, not inconsistent with its terms, 
will not require the reopening of the 
negotiations with Germany and with 
our associates in the war, which we 
all and each united to win. 
But there Is no possibility of doubt 
that amendment of the treaty, as is 
now proposed In the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Relations, would re­ 
quire negotiation and a reopening of 
all 
the questions decided at Paris. 
Months of delay would follow. 
The 
perils of the present would become 
the deadly dangers of the near future 
All the doubt engendered would ald 
the plots for violent revolution In this 
and other lands. 
The issues here and 
elsewhere between capital and labor, 
the conspiracy of speculator and prof­ 
iteer, would all grow and become more 
perilous.

negotiators, acting for the 
Unit'd 
States alone and no longer associated 
with other victorious powers or sup­ 
ported by a victorious American army 
on the German border. 
Peace itself, the peace of the world, 
Is delayed« until ratification comes. 
And any amendment postpones peace. 
Germany and England alone of the 
principal powers have ratified.

other principals necessarily await our 
action, influential and powerful as we 
are today in the world’s affairs.

Let the senate give 
the world peace by ratification with­ 
out amendment. 
Even the amendment for which 
most can be said, Ilk) provision in re­ 
gard to Shantung, will secure nothing 
which cannot be gained if China, ! 
backed by the powerful advocacy of 
the United States, addresses Itself to 
the machinery for righting internation­ 
al wrongs and meeting just claims 
created by the league between na­ 
tions 
China, after eighty years of 
oppressive

and 
despoiled 
rights, by which all the great powers 
have profited directly or indidirectly, j 
has for the first time, in this covenant 
and treaty, the means and method to 
secure justice and the removal of the

Dr. Temperlv 'Staton, a Canadian 
surgeon who saw' active service d u r­ 
ing the war, well known in this city 
where he has spoken many times, has 
given up his practice and intends to 
live in Indiana, 
lie lost four sons 
in the war and declared th at ab an ­ 
donment Of his profession is “just 
a man losing his nerve. I guess.” Dr. 
Staton was advised of the death of 
his fourth 
son just 
before he was 
scheduled to give an address at the 
First M. E. church in this city. 
The following article printed in the 
Indianapolis S tar a few' days ago 
will hold interest to local people: 
Dr. Temperlv Staton knows what 
it means to give up all that he had, 
save his life. to the relentless gods of 
war. 
Four so n s, handsome manly boys, 
and three brother*— practically the 
last of Dr. Staton’s kin— lie buried 
in Flanders field. 
While staying at 
the Hotel Severin last week Dr. S ta ­ 
ten told some of his close acquain­ 
tance^ something of what war with 
Germany has meant to him. 
Some 
details of the doctor’s tragic story 
fell from his 
lips during 
the last his boys 
months of 
the w'ar. when 
he went 
over Indiana for the State Council of 
Defense, arousing people to Liberty j 
Loans, Red Cross and United W ar 
campaigns. 
Wherever 
Dr. 
Staton 
>poke his story thrilled his hearer-. 
Two week- ago Dr. Staton retu rn ­ 
ed from a business visit to Vancouv­ 
er and since his return he has been 
unusually depressed. 
It was on this 
visit to the Northwest that he dis­ 
covered what shell shock means to 
the nerves of a man who has had it. 
Early in the first part of the war, 
when all Canada wa- aflame with 
hatred for the Hun, Dr. Staton was a 
practicing surgeon in Barrie, a little 


After that when they were swallowed 
up bv the 
advancing 
divisions, he 
never saw the three elder boys again. 
Months 
a fte r that lie 
was Whited: 
with ►Stanley, the youngest, and with 
his own eyes saw the tragic end of 
the boy. 
It was on Oct. 22, 1917, shortly 
after a battle of the Somme, that Dr. 
Staton witnessed the tragic death of 
his youngest boy. was desperately 
wounded himself and suffered -hell 
shock of the most violent character. 
The fa tiler had learned some time be­ 
fore that his boy Reggie hat!) fallen 
at Ypres, with two of Dr. Staton’s 
brothers. 
Young Stanley, Dr. Staton 
says, was killed a few day- after he 
and a detachment of sixty-eight men 
had fallen back of the liner- for a 
few days’ rest. Dr. Staton chanced 
to he at. this jKiint performing surgi­ 
cal operations as tile wounded were 
spending glorious days together.

Thousands of monkeys today are be­ 
ing inoculated with Influenza germs, 
In order that doctors may study the 
progress of the disease and discover 
rem edies to stay its dreaded course. 
Most people will agree that it is 
Justifiable to subject these animals 
to suffering in order to safeguard hu­ 
man life. 
But during the war. th»>u 
sands of animals were condemned to 
cruel deaths so that scientists could 
discover the most efficacious means of 
destroying human life. 
Both in Germany and In this country 
the scientists who brought the berri 
hie art of poison gas to perfection ex 
perlmented upon dogs. donkeys, csp*, 
and other animals, and judged by its 
results on these dumb creatures wheth­ 
er it was calculated to destroy human 
life with sufficient certainty to Justify 
its use. 
Quite apart from the countless horses 
and mules flint have been slaughtered 
in the war, great numbers of guinea 
pigs, white mice, singing birds, and 
owls have been offered up as sacrifices 
to safeguard soldiers. 


Recent experiments by two Western 
university professors have shown that 
ni bb it brush is a probable commercial 
source of rubber. The investigation so 
far reported is only a preliminary 
quantitative examination, begun quiet­ 
ly some months ago as a war measure 
but continued to prevent vitiating val­ 
uable information partly developed. 
It has not yet been announced to be 
commercially 
profitable, 
though 
in 
Utah alone there is said to lie between 
500 and 1,000 square miles of the 
brush, and a great deal more land that 
could be made to grow’ the plant.

G od 
does not ask the 
unsaved, as such,

The first thing 
enjoined 
in

text is to present

There is nothing In this 
Injunction that even hints at asceticism. 
Et is simply an exhortation to devote 
to God our bodies which rightly be­ 
long to him. 
This is a reasonable 
service, and we Shall understand it to 
be such lf we keep in mind that even 
our bollies do not belong to ms but to 
God, and that they are the temples of 
the Holy Spirit (I Cor. 6:19-20). 
We now naturally ask, how shall w*e 
present our bodies as a living sacri­ 
fice? 
If we turn to the sixth chapter 
of Romans we shall find the answer to 
this question. 
In that chapter we 
read, “Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should obey 
it in the lust thereof; neither yield ye 
your members as instruments of un­ 
righteousness unto sin; but yield your­ 
selves unto God, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your members 
as Instruments of righteousness unto 
God” 
The second thing urged upon us by 
our text is noncomformity to this age:

PLANT MORE CHERRY TREES 


ROW TO JOIN THE 
REO GROSS JUNIORS 


Good Reasons for 
Urging Increased 
Cultivation of Useful and Pretty 
Bearers of Fruit. 


Although in at least two states, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, there are more 
than 1,000,000 cherry trees and nearly 
as many in several other states, the 
commercial 
interests 
are 
relatively 
small compared with several other 
fruits in which the* number of trees 
is considerably less. 
In the south the summers are too 
long and hot. as a rule, for cherries 
to do well, and they do their best art 
the higher altitudes, 
In their endurance of low tempera­ 
tures sour cherries compare favorably 
with apples. 
Sweet cherries are less- 
hardy {ban sour sorts. 
Their endur­ 
ance o f cold corresponds more nearly 
to that of the peach. 
Cherries are sensitive to a poorly 
drained soil. 
Clay soils, extremely 
retentive of moisture, give the poorest 
results, and the lighter, better drained 
soils the hest. 
Soils that dry out ex­ 
cessively anc also unsatisfactory. Mod­ 
erately productive soils give better re­ 
sults than those which represent either 
extreme in fertility. Cherries blossom 
comparatively early, the sweet sorts 
earlier in most cases than tile sour 
varieties; therefore sites that are sub­ 
ject to spring frosts during tin* usual 
blossoming period should he avoided.
